All and every one that ſpendeth for his Dinner in the 
Ocdinary 24 Stivers, ſhall pay over and above two Stivers

All and every one that cometh intoan Inn, or Victu- 
aling- Houſe to Lodge and to Reſt for one Night in Hol- 
land, (hall pay untothe Man of the-Houle two Stivers to 
this Tax: And in caſe in the ſame Houſe where the ſame 
Party or Parties Lodge, or any other Inn or Victualing- 
Houle where he, ſhe, or they do not Lodge, if they come 
into Company for Divertiſement, they ſhall likewiſe pay 
equal with the reſt of the Company to this Tax.

All thoſe that ſell Wine, Beer, or Brandy , or any 
Diſtilled Waters ; and likewiſe all keepers of Ordinaries, 
Cooks, ſhall not excuſe any perſon from the payment of 
this Tax, or. receive leſs, as is before ſpecified, and the 
aforeſaid Divertiſement - money by the Maſter of the 
Houſe ſo Received , ſhall every week be paid 'to the 
Pachter, Farmer, or to thoſe that ſhall be otherwiſe Au- 
thoriſed; but in caſe any Maſter of Tavern, Vicualing- 
Houſe, or other, ſhali fail ſo ro do, the Pachter, or Far- 
mer ſhall have power to ſtop and ſet by the ſaid Parties 
Trading, till ſuch time as the ſaid moneys ſhall be ſatisfi- 
ed and paid.

And that this Ordinance in every Part may be' preciſely 
kept ; and that the Pachter or Farmer, nor the generali- 
= ty be not defrauded or ſhort'ned, It is ordered that all thoſe 
ſhall be found ro do contrary, or to uſe any Deceit 
which concerneth this Tax, for the firſt fault ſhall pay, and 
| forfeit 100 Gilders, and be pur by their Trade for the time 
of ſix weeks ; for the ſecond time 200 Gilders, and ſuſ- 
pended his Trade for one whole yearz and the third time 
600 Gilders, with command notto follow that Calling a- 
gain z and further, for the firſt fault, and ſecond, ſowell as 
the third, ſhall have Corporal! Puniſhment above Pllferers 
and Vagabonds at the Diſcretion of the Magiſtrates, befides 
Fined according tothe ſum he hath kept, that he ought to 
have paid as in other Caſes isaccuſtomed, and the ſame Pe- 
""— nalty of 100 Gilders ſhall all ſuch pay as deny to pay to a- 
ny Tavern- keeper, Victualer, Cooks, or keepers of Or-
